'Judge Gary, conferring with President Coolidge concern- 


ing business c.nditions.throughout the 'United States, is 
quoted as asserting that the inauguration of the eight-hour 
day in the steel industry has forced an increase of ten per 
cent in the cost of steel. By inference, we suppose the pub 
lie is to assume that a return to the 12-hour day should be 
made if any reduction in the price of steel is looked for. 


This sort of reasoning is sophistry, to say the least. Under 


the twelve hour day tie steel mills were making a certain 
percent of profit on their invested capital. When expenses 
were increased by going from a 12-hour day to an 8-hour day 
theres was no thought in the minds-of Judge-Gary and. his 
associates of reducing that''return. They accepted as a fore- 
gone conclusion that the increased cost should be borne by 
the public. Why, the public is entitled to ask, did not the 'steel 
.industry itself absorb some of this added "cost? Why should 
the industry's per cent of profit under the iniquitious sys- 
tem of the past with its injustice to labor ~and its system of 
price fixing that sold steel cheaper in Europe than in 'Amer- 
ica, be assumed the criterion of the profit it should take under 
new conditions?

Steel production is a vital industry. The industrial and mili- 


tary life of the nation depends upon it. Those who invest 
their capital in the i ndustry should receive 'a fair return 
on it, but the fact that they received 50 per cent dividends 
under the old system is no reason for continuing that rate. 
The public is willing to pay the increased cost of the eight- 
hour day but it thinks, with justice, that ' the steel 'barons 
should absorb some of the cost themselves. + .
